The close of the war, as has been generally 
anticipated, has brought with it a considerable 
exodus of Army “Gfficers from’ the service. 


_’ ‘During the camptiga itself, apart from death 


casualties in the field, the wastage must have 
been considerable, and the War Office now 
_ find themselves face to face with the problem 
of Gling a great number of vacancies, which 
are increasing With the issue of cach Gazetle, 
That the supply iy not equal to the demand 
was evident during the! progress of the war, 
when numbers had to be. accepted who were 
. so deficient in generat education that it has 
been found necessary to hold classes’ for their 
instruction in very clemantary subjects. ‘The 
general exodus of Officers has undoubtedly 
. Seen partly due to the public outcry ‘raised 
against them ; they have been dubbed ignorant, 
idle and inefficient; but happily no charge. has 
been raised against the British officer as a 
valourous leader of nen, An unusual number 
of resignations may also be attributed to the 
fact that many have been admitted to the com- 
missioned ranks who were socially or otherwise 
unfitted for their prsition, whilst another cause 


has doubtless heen the expense entailed in , 
accepting and keeping upa commission, which, ; 


some have found it impossible to bear, Indeed, 
we have it on the good authority of General 
’ Brabant that he knows many who have been 
lately obliged to resign owing to this later 
cause and that the service has thus been 
deprived of not a few men who would have 
valuable officers, 

As regards the ‘public impeachment of the 

Army officer for his ignorance we are inclined 
“to think that the nation itself is Rreatly to 
blanie in the question ‘of national eduéation, 
which is so remarkably deficient. owing to the 
faulty teaching of our educational establish. 
ments; and until this is reformed and conduct- 
ed on sound scientific principles we cannot 
“expect either Army: officers or Englishman 
generally to acquire a satisfaciory standard of 
that education, which must form the founda- 
tion of all professional efficiency. 
that officers in the Army generally give too 
much time to recreation, In this direction 
there is room for reform. In civil life, a man 
devoid of industry soon drops behind in the 
race; the struggle for existence is so sharp that 
he is obliged to keep himself up to the mark. 
The physician and the lawyer have to keep 
pace with the times, for, as Bacon has wisely 
said, He that follows his recreation instead of 
his business will soon have no business to 
follow." But. this does’ not apply to the Army 
officer, whose promotion and pay—miserable | 
stipend though it be—continue irrespective of | 
his industry, which has little effect on his 
advancement. This should be altered, and.. 
promotion should be made conditional to real | 
efficiency, and idleness—if persistent—should : 
be fallawed by the penalty of removal, 

When the Army becomes a real and serious 
profession, carrying with it the reward of ' 
success due to merit, to industry, 
ability a3 in civil life, then w2 may expect that 
the supply of efficients will equal the 
demand ; but this cannot be hoped for unless a 
career is opened out to men of ability and 

intelligence, or until the present system, under 
which the wise man and the fonl are of equal | 
value, undergoes complete reform. As to the 
various services of supply—the Military Col- 
leges, the Yeomanry Militia, and Universities 
—there is not much to be said. Reform at 
Sandhurst appears to have been seriously °
